’ NETHERLANDS INDIA NEWS. 
The following ‘items are taken from the 
Straits ‘Times’ traualationa from native pa- 
pore :— : 
Sugar growing in Java, which proved so 
prosperous in bygone years, that, in 1684, 
the yield totalled nenrly six and’a half mil- 
lion of piculs, offers no prospect of oxtonsion 
within the next'few years, now that quota- 
tions .rule so low. . Growera thoro ore inn 
- bad way indeed. , hw | 
There seems to bo some proapect of a 
railway being constructed ‘on the Weat 
Coast of Sumatra, to tap extensive coal- 
fields in tho valley of tho Ombilien river. 


lands States Genggal authorising its con- 
struction by Government. In Sumatra so 
far, the only railway in operation is a pri- 
vate line in Deli. The Ombilien flelds 
have long beon famed for tho quantity aud 
good quality of the cual found there. For 
years, ptivato enterprise has vainly sought 
to move the Governmont to take some action 
for tha davelopment of that productive re- 
}OTl, . 
In Deli, sovoral planters have taken to 
growing. paddy on fields too exhausted for 
tobacco cultivation, through cnolies on the 
estates. Natives too hava been carrying 
on paddy growing on similar land. But, 
for all this, tho yield of rico there so falls 
far below requirements that; in 1885, no 
Jess than 240,000 piculs of that article had 
to bo imported, Pepper growing is steadi~ 
ly oxtending, save in the district of Aasa- 
han, Thera tho cultivation of that product 
has considerably decreased in consequence 
of the exactions and squcezes of tho holders 
of the plantations. Io a neighbouring 
diatrict, many new peppor estates havo been 
atartod. In the island of Bangkalis, ex- 
periments in growing that article havo boon 
made without satisfactory results worth 
mentioning. 
There has been no lack of recommen- 
dations to start direct coolie emigration 
from China to Doli, as tho only way for 
planters to become independent of the 
brokers in the Straits, in spite of the stock 
objection that direct emigration to Deli 
is impracticable owing to the opposition 
of> tie’"Shinese authorities. If this be 
really the case, it would be advisable for 
the planters to inquire why this difficulty 
should hold good as to Doli, and be of 
nono effect ag regards other Nethorlands 
Indian ports. That boycotting of some 
ind goes on against Deli, is the only in- 
ference from the fact that the Netherlands 
Indian Government has juat’ charged the 
firm of Pasedag and Cv. of Amoy, to re-' 
eruit 600 Chinese coolies for direct’ ship- 
mont to Banka. Coolieos for Banka havo 
long been imported there direct from China, 
without avy recourse to Straits brokers. 
* Thora is no valid reason why ‘what has been 
done for Banka cannot be carried ont in 
the interest of Deli planters, Thero is 
every prospect of the latter gaining their 
end, could they only agree upon joint action 
and co-operation among themselves, and 
not shrink from exertion and carnest efforts 
to romedy the ovil, With a determined 
will, somo way to’ selve the difficulty will 
soon be devised. With such materials as 
Ohinese officials to deat with, squaring them 
“need not be despaired of, :
